Vernon W. Bundy, a key 
witness against Clay L. Shaw 
in Dist. Atty. Jim Garrison’s 
probe of the Kennedy assassi- 
nation, was arrested yesterday 
on charges of armed robbery 
and theft. 

Bundy, a 29-year-old Negro 
who gave his address as 4039 . 
Athis ct., testified last year 
at a preliminary hearing for j 
S haw that he saw Shaw and j 
Lee Harvey Oswald together 
on the Lake Pontchartrain sea- l 
wall during the summer of , 
1963. Oswald was identified by ! 
the Warren Commission as the 
lone assassin of the President. | 

Shaw since has been indict- j 
ed by the Orleans Parish ! 
Grand Jury for conspiracy in 
the assassination. 

AT THE hearing Bundy 

identified photos of both Shaw : 
and Oswald, and said that he 
saw Shaw pass a roll of bills 
to the man identified as Os- 
wald.

Bundy appeared today be- 
fore Judge Frank Shea in 
magistrate court and was or- 
dered held on $50,000 bond in 
connection with the armed 
robbery case and $750 in the 
theft case. 

Handcuffed before the judge, 
Bundy said he would be rep- 
resented by attorney Rudolph 
Becker Jr. 

Bundy was arrested about 
4:30 p. m. yesterday by two 
police officers, Ptn. Charles 
Diesel and Daniel O’Neil, at 
the Lafitte Tavern, 1935 Or- 
leans, in what Sgt. George 
Slieho, who supervised the in- 
vestigation, said was a “rou- 
tine bar check.” 

Bundy was seated at the bar 
about 4:35 p.m., but with no 
drink in front of him, the offi- 
cer noted. They remembered 
Bundy was wanted in connec- 
tion with two recent crimes, 
and on questioning, deter- 
nined the man was Bundy. 

He was booked with armed 
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Both Alexander and Elaine 
Leary identified Bundy, some- 
times known as “Legs,” ac- 
cording to police. 
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
